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Sport  in  Education 


In  order  to  get  the  most  out  of  educa- 
tion, it  is  necessary  for  us  to  make  a  sort 
of  sport  of  it.

"Mush"  Lubarsky.  former  Quincy 
High  star,  twirled  for  Burdetts,  and  al- 
though he  pitched  a  very  creditable  game 
was  given  poor  support  by  his  team- 
mates, who  made  several  errors  behind 
him.  "'Art"  O'Brien  again  hurled  a  strong 
game  for  Quincy.  allowing  the  Burdett 
Club  cnly  four  hits. 

The  team  in  this  game  showed  that  it 
is  as  powerful  on  the  defense  as  on  the 
offense.  Fitzgerald  gave  a  classy  exhibi- 
tion of  base  running,  scoring  twice  from 
second  on  wild  throws  from  the  visiting 
catcher  to  the  third  baseman.  '"Dick"
